Mr. Sutton’s condition was admit- 
tedly very grave when he was re- 
moved to the hospital Wednesday 


after his clothing had caught fire | 


as a result of an apparent leak in 
the apparatus he was using while 
engaged in roadside burning about 
a half mile below El Dorado. Only 
his wife and daughterewere permit- 
ted to visit the bedside. 

Despite every relief that could 
be provided for him, he passed away 
Shortly after five o’clock Friday 
morning. 

The funeral services will be held 
from the Community Church at El 
Dorado on Sunday afternoon at 2:30 
o’clock under the auspices of Mem- 
ory Chapel. The Rev. John Dunlop 
will have charge. Interment will be 
at El Dorado Cametery. 

Mr. Sutton was a native of Ber- 
lin, West Virginia. He came to Cali- 
fornia as a young man and was 
employed at farming in the Ione 
Valley for several years, later driv- 
ing the stage between Ione and Sut- 
ter Creek.

“TAM SORRY" 
NOTE oAYS 


Coroner A. J. Orelli 
Reports Boy Had Been 
Dead Several Hours 


Kenneth Cyril Juster, Jr., 18, and 
a candidate for graduation this 
spring at the county high school, 
was found dead at the gate to his 
father’s ranch about four miles 
from Diamond Springs Friday 
morning, a .12-guage sawed-off 
shotgun by his side. 

On a fencepost was fastened this 
note: 

“Dear Family, 

“I am sorry I was such a disap- 
pointment but I can’t be good so I 
think it’s better this way. 

Duke.” 

“Duke” was his nick-name. 

Coroner A. J. Orelli reports the 
youth died of a shot-gun charge be- 
tween the eyes. The coroner report- 
ed on returning from the ranch 
with the body shortly before noon 
that the condition of the body in- 
dicated the youth had been dead for 
several hours, perhaps since before 
midnight. 

Efforts were immediately institut- 
ed to reach the young man’s mother 
who is spending several days at San 
Francisco, visiting the world’s fair. 

Word of the tragedy reached Pla- 
cerville shortly after nine o’clock 
Friday morning after Fred Spriggs 
had called at the Juster home. The 
first report, received at city hall, was 
that “a man is laying dead by the 
Juster gate.” 

City Officer D. W. LeBourveau, 
who wook the call. notified Coroner 
Orelli, who notified Deputy Sheriff

Paul Preaches the Risen Christ 


‘HIGHLIGHTS OF THE SUNDAY SCHOOL LESSON 4-8

(The International Uniform Les- 
son on the above topic for April 9 
is Acts 13; 1 Corinthians 15, the 
Golden Text being 1 Corinthians 
15: 20, ‘But now is Christ risen 
from the dead, and become the 
first fruits of them that slept.” 


By NEWMAN CAMPBELL 


TODAY, of course, we celebrate 
the Risen Christ. We glory also in 
the return of Spring, with its blos- 
soms, the leaves on the trees and 
the birds. 


And we tell again the story of 
the two Marys, “Mary Magdalene 
and the other Mary,” who went 
sorrowfully to grieve at the 
sepulchre where Jesus was buried 
on Friday (our Good Friday), with 
a large stone sealing the entrance. 
And when they arrived, behold, the 
sepulchre was open, the stone 
rolled away, and a bright and shin- 
ing angel was sitting on the stone. 


“His countenance was like 
lightning, and his raiment white 
as snow.” 


And he said to the women, “Fear 
not ye: for I know that ye seek 
Jesus, which was crucified. He is 
not here: for He is risen. Come 
see the place where the Lord lay.” 

He also told them to go quickly 
to Galilee, where they would see 
Him. But as they rushed joyfully 
away to tell the disciples what had 
happened, Jesus met them, saying 
“All hail!” and they dropped at 
His feet and worshipped. 


The disciples, when they heard 
the news, went to Galilee and 
awaited Jesus in a mountain. 
There he met them and they wor- 
shipped, but some, it is said, 
doubted, among them Thomas. 
Those who profess doubt about 
certain things are still called 
“Doubting Thomas’s.” 


“And Jesus came and spake 
unto them, saying, ‘All power is 
given unto me in heaven and in 
earth. 


““ ‘Go ye, therefore, and teach all 
nations, baptizing them in the 
name of the Father, and of the 
Son, and of the Holy Ghost. 


“*Teaching them to observe all 
things whatsoever I have com- 
manded you: and lo, Iam with you 
alway, even unto the end of the 
world’,” 


Now, Saul (Paul), you remem- 
ber, was. not converted to Chris- 
tianity until some time after 
Jesus’ death, resurrection and as- 
cension to heaven. Last week you 
learned how the high priest sought 
to slay Saul and how the disciples 
helped him escape. Now we find 
him diligently preaching the gos- 
pel in different cities. 

At Antioch he spoke of John the 
Baptist and his work and prophecy 
of Jesus’ coming—‘there cometh 
one after me whose shoes I am 
not worthy to loose,” John said. 
Then Saul told the story of Jesus, 
His death amd resurrection. At 
Corinth he taught the redemption 
through belief in the death of 
Christ in that “He died for our 
sins.” Likewise he preached the 
gospel at Philippi. 

Then he went to Athens, a city 
where the learned men of the day 
met and discussed all religions and 
philosophies. Saul was told to wait 
there for two of the other dis-, 
ciples, and while he waited, “his 
spirit was stirred within him, 
when he saw the city wholly given 
to idolatry.” 

So he entered the synagogues 
and argued with the men there 
and in the market place, and final-| 
ly some of the representatives of | 
popular philosophies took him to 
the Areopagus, a rocky hill near 
the Acropolis, where they invited 
him to speak to them, saying, 
‘“‘May we know what this new doc- 
trine whereof thou speakest is?” 

This was a fine opportunity for 
Saul. He began his speech by say- 
ing, ‘Ye men of Athens, I per- 
ceive that in all things ye are too 
superstitious. For as I passed by, 
and beheld your devotions, I 
found an altar with this inscrip- 
tion, ‘To the Unknown God.’ 
Whom, therefore, ye ignorantly 
worship, Him declare I unto you.” 

Then he went on to explain the 
gospel of Jesus to them, and be- 
cause he was an educated man and 
spoke so convincingly, some were 
converted. Although, we are told, 
some still scoffed at him and his 
religion. 

The Bible tells us that when the 
Athenians heard of the resurrec~- 
tion of the dead, some mocked; 
others said, “We will hear more of 
this matter.'” 

So Saul departed from among 
them, but “certain ones clave unto 
him and believed.”
